AN INDIAN MASSACRE.
The Wagon Master and Fifteen Men
Killed.

Mr. E. 1. Stanley, of Fort Larned,
arrived in the city last evening from
Denver, and is stopping at the Tefh
Hounse. e reports :

Last Monday a government train
consisting of thirty six-mule teams,
loaded with army supplies for Fort
Lyon, was proceeding along Dry creek,
between Carson City and Fort Lyon,
Colorado. under the command of Steve
Bryan, wazon master. While in the
valley of Dry ereek the train mired in
While thus detained a band
of two hundred Arrapahoe warriors,

| under command of their chief, Little

Raven, made an attack, which equals
in outrage and ferocity any annals of
Indian massacres.

The wagous were buraed, and ail
contents that could be carried off were
taken, consisting of bacon, ete. The

Cmules were run off and fifteen men, be-
| longing to the train, were found dead

on the bloody fickd. Mre. Bryan was
skinned alive from head to foot by
the savages. Besides these, fifteen
men were missing, They are supposed
to have been carried into captivity.

The treain was under escort of Licu-
tenant MeFarland, of the Sixth U, s
cavaley, with one handred men, but
1 wine miles in the rear at the
time of the massacre, no protection
could be aflorded. Mr. Stanley was
with the escort, and when it arrived
at the terribile seene, the savages were
Just retiving over the hill bevond,
whirling their tomahawks and shout-
ing in mad glee over their ill-gotten
gains,

It is said that Licatenant MeFarlaud
was criminally negligent in being so
far behind the train, when one-halt
mile is the vsunl distance. s con-
duct will be investizated.
